As Secretary of the Interior Zinke begins to wrap up the review period, we have seen how his 
actions have made this whole process a sham.

By taking Grand-Canyon Parashant off the list, there are now five monuments safe from reduction, 
including Upper Missouri River Breaks in his home state of Montana.
